Council. 


Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilci>:e  as  Mi'dieal  Offieer  of  Health  to  ])resent  to 
you  the  Annual  Rei)ort  of  the  Health  Services  for  the  Year,  1935. 

Population. 

The  returns  of  the  Registrar  General  shew  the  population 
for  1935  to  be  26,420  as  against  26,060  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Natural  Increase  as  shown  by  the  Birth  and  Death 
Returns  was  226. 

Housing. 

The  year  saw  a steady  continuance  of  the  efforts  to  deal  with 
the  problem  of  the  slums. 

In  addition  to  the  houses  respecting  which  individual  action 
had  been  taken,  two  blocks  of  in‘0]H'rty  wei-e  dealt  with  as 
Clearance  Areas,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  considerable  progress 
had  been  made  with  both  these  Areas. 
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The  figures  for  Housing  will  be  seen  in  Section  D of  the 
report. 

Overcrowding. 

A very  satisfactory  commencement  wms  made  with  the 
Survey  under  the  1935  Housing  Act. 

When  the  Survey  is  completed  early  in  the  coming  year  and 

the  resultant  proposals  carried  out  a real  advance  should 

notwithstanding  the  somewhat  generous  standard  of  the  Act — 
be  credited  to  the  health  provisions  for  the  district. 


Environment. 

There  seems  little  doubt  but  that  a beneficial  change  of 
environment  provide.s— to  the  majority— an  incentive  to  obtain 
and  retain  a higher  standard  of  living.  Unfortunately  too  often 
do  the  few  who  fail  to  take  advantage  of  their  new  opportunities 
focus  attention  u]Km  themselves  and  invite  the  criticism  that 
mere  housing  transference  plays  no  great  part  in  dictating  the 
mode  of  life  which  people  choo.se  to  adopt. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


The  Birth  Rate  tor  1935  shows  a highly  satisfactory  level 

much  above  that  of  the  rest  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

A less  satisfactory  feature  is  the  rise  in  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  and  twenty-six  of  the  total  of  thii-ty-five  deaths 
under  one  year  tall  into  one  or  other  of  the  three  '’•rouj)s 
comprising  Pneumonia.  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  and  Prematuritv. 
I he  last  uientioned  claims  the  highest  individual  total  of  anv  one 
group,  I.C.,  ten. 


The  Neo-Natal  Rate  also  shows  a slight  relative  increase.

Two  Maternal  deaths  occurred 
cau.sed  by  puerperal  sepsis. 

The  problem  of  ^laternal  ^Mortality  ever  occupies  a ju'omin- 
ont  place  in  the  health  jiroblems  of  the  conupunitv,  and  at  the 
present  moment  appears  more  prolific  of  discussion  than  cai)able  of 
read\  .solution.  It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  the  latest  efforts 
to  stamp  out  the.se  disasters  will  bear  fruit. 
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New  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Plans  for  a new  Centre — including  i)rovision  for  an  Ante- 
natal and  Toddlers  Clinic — were  drawn  up  at  the  latter  end  of 
the  year  and  the  Ministry-  of  Health  were  consulted  regarding 
them.  iMatters  are  progressing  favourably  and  a much  more 
definite  report  should  be  possible  at  the  end  of  the  coming  year. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  chief  features  in  this  section  during  the  past  year  have 
been  the  increased  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever — 109  cases  vice  89 
in  1934,  and  Diphtheria — 43  cases  vice  19  in  the  previous  year. 

While  Scarlet  Fever  did  not  cause  any  fatality,  four  deaths 
were  caused  by  Diphtheria. 

Further  reference  to  this  will  be  made  elsewhere  in  the  report. 
Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

This  question  was  discussed  at  various  meetings  held  during 
the  year  at  which  the  County  Council  and  various  Local 
Authorities  (including  Coseley)  were  represented. 

The  end  of  the  year  had  not  seen  any  definite  conclusion 
reached  as  a result  of  these  meetings. 

Office  Accommodation. 

The  present  accommodation  for  the  Health  De])artment  must 
be  considered  inadequate,  and  this  matter  should,  I think,  be 
.seriously  re-considered  in  the  near  future. 

Acknowledgments. 

I Tjiust  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health — 
including  the  IMaternity  and  Child  Welfare — and  Housing 
Committees  I'or  their  support. 

I also  appreciate  the  a.ssistance  rendered  to  me  by  the  Clerk 
and  other  Officials  of  the  Council,  while  I always  found  the 
Sanitary  lns])ector  and  members  of  my  own  Department  excep- 
tionally willing  to  be  of  any  possible  service. 

In  conclusion  I would  record  my  recognition  of  the  valuable 
co-o])eration  afforded  to  me  at  any  time  and  all  times  by  my 
predecessor — Dr.  C.  H.  Waddell.

Social  Conditions.

There  has  not  been  any  significant  change  in  the  character- 
istics of  the  Area  or  in  the  industries  carried  out  in  the  Area, 
since  the  last  report. 

Unemployment — Esimcially  in  the  Iron  and  Steel  trades — 
has  shown  a welcome  tendency  to  decrea.se.  No  figures  are  available 
as  men  from  our  area  attend  both  Bilston  and  Tijiton  Exchange, 
and  a sei)arate  record  of  them  is  not  maintained. 

The  Open  Spaces  available  for  ehildren  in  the  district  were 
augmented  during  the  year  by  the  opening  of  the  Clayton 
Playing  hhelds,  while  the  Coseley  Silver  Jubilee  Park — situated 
centrally — is  rapidly  approaching  completion. 

The  value  of  spaces  such  as  these — with  their  attractions 
lor  different  sections  of  the  community — is  great  in  an  Urban 
District,  and  such  additions  to  the  amenities  of  the  distriet  cannot 
but  be  commended  by  the  citizens. 

Building — Especially  by  private  enterprise  has  .shown  a 
marked  expansion.

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Review  of  Vital  Statistics 


(leneral  comment  Inis  already  been  passed  iiimn  Ihe  liirth 
Rate,  Infantile  Mortality  and  Maternal  Mortality,  and  the  fi»ures 
in  the  [)receding  Table  need  no  further  explanation  in  these 
particulars. 

A comparison  with  last  year  is  afforded  by  the  following 
details. 


Births. 

The  total  “live”  births  in  1934  were  462  and  total  “.still” 
births  15.  . 

While  the  number  of  births  in  1935  has  increase<l  largely,  a 
corrcs[)onding  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  “still”  births. 

Table  IV  gives  a general  outline  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
country  generally,  in  this  direction. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  rate  has  risen  from  41.1  per  1,000  registered  “live” 
births  in  1934  to  68.2  this  year. 

An  analysis  of  the  deaths  is  given  in  Table  V. 


Deaths. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  seven  deaths  occurred  in  1935  in 
Coseley  and  a rise  in,  the  rate  from  10.3  to  12.6  falls  to  be 
recorded.  This  latter  figure  is  the  corrected  Death  Rate  and  the 
factor  for  Coseley  is  1.16. 

As  last  year  Heart  Di.sease  and  Cancer  were  resi)onsiblo  for 
the  largest  number  of  deaths  in  the  individual  groups  of  causes. 

The  trend  of  the  Births  and  Death  Rates  in  Coseley  as  com- 
pared with  England  and  Wales  is  given  in  Charts  1 and  11.  Deaths 
occurring  in  Institutions  are  noted  in  Table  VI,  and  in  Table 
XIV  a note  is  made  of  the  number  occurring  in  each  month.

The  arranoements  whereby  patients  are  removed  to 
Wolvcrham])ton  Boroujrh  Isolation  Hospital,  Bilston  Isolation 
Hosiiital,  or  Brierley  Hill  and  Kinprswinford  Isolation  Hos]utal 
are  continued. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

Cases  are  treated  at  the  Hospitals  in  Wolverhampton  or 
Dudley,  where  clinics  arc  held. 

Smallpox. 

The  Urban  District  Council  is  a constituent  Member  of  the 
South  Stafford.shire  doint  Smalli>ox  lUxsiiital  Board. 

Tuberculosis. 

Ari'anpjcments  for  tnaitmenl  are  in  the  hands  of  the  County 
and  suspected  cases  are  refenvd  to  the  Bell  Slri'ct  Clinic, 
Wolverham])ton.  or  the  Parsons  Street  (^liinc,  Dudley,  both  of 
Avhich  are  controlled  by  the  Staffordshire,  Wolverhampton  and 
Dudley  doint  Committee  for  Tuberculosis. 

Orthopaedic. 

Cases  may  be  sent  to  the  Koyal  Hospital,  Wolverhaiipff on, 
tlu'  (luesl  Hosi)i1al,  Dudley,  or  the  ( )rtlio]>aedi,-  llospiud  at 
IMrminpfham. 

General. 

Cases  of  a fjeneral  nature  are  referred  chielly  to  tlu'  Royal 
Hospital,  Wolverhampton,  or  to  the  Guest  Hospital,  Dudley. 
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Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

There  are  29  midwives  who  practice  in  the  area  under  the 
sui)ervision  of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

No  midwives  are  employed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  changed  arrangements  obtaining  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  have  already  been  noted,  and  mention  of  the  fact  that  a 
new  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  proposed  has  been 
made. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children. 

There  has  not  been  any  change  under  this  heading. 

Health  Visitors. 

Details  of  the  personnel  have  already  been  given. 
Particulars  of  the  visits  paid  by  them  and  of  the  attendances 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  appended  herewith.

The  percentage  of  notified  births  attending  the  Welfare 
Centre  shows  an  increase  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
general  attendance  at  the  Clinics  maintains  a steady  and 
satisfactory  level.

The  visits  paid  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  by  arrangement  with 
the  County  Council  are  given  later. 
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Infant  Life  Protection. 

At  tlie  end  of  the  periotl  under  review  there  were  three 
children  on  our  rej^dster.  The  Health  Visitors  are  resi)onsible 
for  the  sui)ervision  and  i)eriodical  visiting  ol‘  these  children. 

Boarded-Out  Children. 

There  are  no  boarded  out  children  in  the  area. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Facilities  under  this  heading  have  been  previously  mentioned 
and  have  not  changed  since  thel  last  report. 

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water. 

The  source  of  supply  has  not  altered  since  the  last  report. 

The  quantity  remains  adequate  and  the  standard  of  quality 
high. 

Periodical  examination  is  made  by  the  Authority  or  Com- 
pany responsible  for  the  suiqdy  and  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Sain]>les  of  water  from  two  wells  in  the  district  were 
analysed  chemically  and  reported  in  both  cases  as  being  suitable 
for  drinking  and  domestic  imiqmses. 

It  is  hoi>ed  that  the  house  drawing  its  sui)]>ly  from  one  of 
these  wells  will  shortly  be  enabled  to  have  a supidy  connected 
with  water  mains. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  has  not  been  any  change  under  this  heading  since 
the  last  rc]>ort. 

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  Tame  Basin  Joint 
Committee. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Particulars  of  any  changes  which  have  occurred  in  drainage, 
sewerage,  closet  accommodation  and  Public  Cleansing  are 
a]>pended  in  the  following  report  by  the  Cleansing 
Superintendent. 
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CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1. — (ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  further  extensions  of  sewers  were  constructed 
at  the  following  places  : — 

(1)  Buuler  Street — Comprising  35  lineal  yards  of  6 inch 
sewer  with  manhole  to  drain  new  houses  erected  by 
private  enterprise. 

(2)  Eve  Lane — 166  lineal  yards  of  9 inch  sewer,  together 
with  pianholes  to  meet  the  requirements  of  new  develop- 
ments in  this  area. 

(3)  Parkes  Hall  Valley  Sewer — 704  lineal  yards  of  9 inch 
sewer  with  all  necessary  manholes,  laid  across  land 
belonging  to  the  Earl  of  Dudley  to  drain  182  houses 
erected  by  private  enterj^rise  at  Old  Park  Road. 

Sewers  on  Housing  Schemes. 

The  following  lengths  of  sewers  have  been  laid  to  accommo- 
date Housing  Schemes  constructed  by  the  Council : — 

(1)  Harding  Street  Site. — 170  lineal  yards  of  9 inch  foul 
water  sewer,  and  318  lineal  yards  of  12  inch  storm  water 
sewer. 

(2)  Wednesbury  Oak  Site.— 608  lineal  yards  of  9 inch  foul 
water  sewer.  The  storm  water  sewer  consist  of  104  lineal 
yards  of  9 inch  and  491  lineal  yards  of  12  inch  all 
consisting  of  glazed  stoneware  pipe — while  274  lineal 
yards  of  18  inch — 127  lineal  yards  of  24  inch  are  con- 
structed of  concrete.

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

As  Cleansing  Superintendent  I am  responsible  for  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  cess- 
pools, privies  and  jiails  where  these  exist. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  the  transport 
consisting  of  three  motor  vehicles  and  one  horse  drawn  vehicle. 

A staff  of  16  men  is  engaged  on  collection  and  2 men  on 
disjiosal  work.  The  collection  service  in  operation  is  what  is 
known  as  the  Continuous  System,  b.iach  week  every  portable  bin 
and  pail  is  emptied,  and  the  few  remaining  jirivies  receive  atten- 
tion whenever  necessary.  Ashpits  are  now  practically 
non-existent. 

A system  of  controlled  tipping  is  in  operation  for  the 
disposal  of  house  refuse,  and  this  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  daily  attention  being  jiaid  to  the  work. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  I have  anijile  accommodation  at  my 
disposal  for  the  purpose  of  controlled  tipping,  suitable  land 
being  available  not  in  one  area  only  but  throughout  the  district, 
thus  obviating  long  haulage  from  bin  to  ti]).  The  average  haul 
to  the  point  of  disposal  is  ^ to  1 mile. 

Wherever  possible  dumbwells  and  privies  are  abolished,  and 
night  collections  are  now  reduced  to  two  nights  ])cr  week. 

The  great  development  in  house  building  (520  houses  have 
been  built  during  the  year  ended  31st  IMarch,  1936),  has,  ot 
course,  thrown  more  work  on  the  Department,  but  1 have  been 
able,  up  to  the  present,  to  cope  with  tlie  additional  work  without 
any  unreasonable  increase  in  the  cost,  or  number  of  men  engaged. 

During  the  year  an  interesting  experiment  has  been  carried 
out  in  the  Ilepartment.  An  old  clay  quarry  1.75  acres  in  area, 
which  was  generally  recognised  not  only  as  a public  danger  but  as 
a source  of  nuisance  owing  to  its  close  i)roxiinity  to  a large 
Housing  Hstate,  has  been  filled  in  under  the  controlled  ti])]nng 
system  and  such  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  that  it  is 
near  completion  and  can  be  utilised  as  an  Open  Space  or  some 
other  useful  public  purpose. 

IMucli  can  be  done  in  this  direction  to  improve,  the  amenities 
of  the  town,  and  at  a cost  which  certainly  makes  it  profitable 
from  the  rate-]iayers  point  of  view.

The  total  number  of  eases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  excluding 
Tuberculosis,  notified  during  the  year  was  218 — composed  of  109 
males  and  109  females.

The  large  increase  in  the  total  is  mainly  accounted  for  by 
the  increased  incidence  of  Diphtheria,  Pneumonia  and  Scarlet 
Fever  which  show  rises  of  24,  21  and  20  respectively  over  the 
figures  for  the  previous  year. 

Deaths.  See  Table  IX. 

Among  the  notifiable  diseases  Pneumonia  headed  the  list 
as  having  caused  thirty-two  deaths.  Diphtheria  caused  four 
deaths  and  Encephalitis  Lethargica  one. 

Table  IV  pre.sents  comparative  figures  for  the  country  as  a 
whole — to  which  those  for  Coseley  have  been  added — and  Table 
VII  affords  an  opportunity  of  reviewing  the  figures  for  Coseley 
for  previous  years. 

Hospitalisation  of  Cases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  and  the 
number  admitted  to  hospital  is  given  in  Table  X.

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  cases  numbered  109  vice  89  in  1934.  No  deaths 
occurred  and  of  the  notified  cases  42  were  removed  to  hospital 

The  averaf^e  stay  in  hospital  was  23.5  days : 

These  facts  would  lend  credence  to  the  belief  that  at  present 
and  locally  the  disease  is  assuming  a mild  form,  and  to  this  ma^ 
])Ossibly  be  due  the  increased  incidence  as,  being  mild,  cases 
while  perhaps  ea])able  of  transmitting  the  disease  may  them- 
selves have  escaped  recognition. 

Particulars  on  page  38  show  the  relationshi])  between  notified 
cases,  the  size  of  the  houses  in  which  they  occurred  and  the  num- 
ber of  persons  in  the  household.- 


Diphtheria. 


Notifications  numbered  43  vice  19'  in  the  previous  year. 
Clinically  38  were  of  the  faucial  type;  3 Nasal;  1 Laryngeal ; and 
1 Labial.  Twenty-five  of  the  eases  were  removed  to  hospital  and 
the  average  length  of  the  stay  was  37.1  days. 


It  is  regrettable  that  four  deaths  occurred,  and  in  three  of 
these  cases  within  two  days  of  removal  to  hospital. 

No  details  of  the  bacteriological  type  of  infection  are 
available. 


Environment  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  Cases. 

Alia  lysis  was  made  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
])i])theria  keeping  especially  in  mind  the  number  of  cases,  the 
houses  in  which  they  had  occurred  and  the  number  of  occupants 
of  these  houses,  and  soijie  observations  are  made  below.

29  ol‘  the  43  cases  occurred  in  houses  of  3 or  4 rooms.  8 of 
the  12  cases  in  3 roomed  housett  occurring  in  households  of  over 
6 pei-sons,  while  5 of  17  cases  in  4 roomed  houses  were  similarly 
placed.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  10  of  the  11  cases  in  houses 
of  5 rooms  and  over  oecurred  in  households  of  6 persons  and 
under. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  chart  that  84  of  the  108  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  4 or  5 roomed  houses  27  of  the  38  cases 
in  4 roomed  houses  were  in  households  of  6 persons  and  under. 
While  32  of  the  40  cases  in  5 roomed  houses  fell  into  the  same 
category. 

In  addition  five  cases  occurred  in  the  houses  occupied  by  two 
families.  The  number  of  rooms  in  these  houses  was  in  no  case 
less  than  5 and  the  number  of  occupants  was  always  less  than 
8.  Two  cases  occurred  in  houses  occupied  by  three  families  and 
containing  6 and  8 rooms  respectively.

No  immunisation  scheme  is  carried  on  in  Coseley  and  it 
would  appear  that  a good  case  could  be  made  out  for  the  serious 
consideration  of  such  a scheme.

No  notifications  were  received  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. 

One  case  of  eacli  of  the  above  was  notified.  No  deaths 
occurred. 

Pneumonia. 

Phfty  cases  were  notified  and  thirty  deaths  occurred  during 
the  year. 

Number  of  deaths  occurring  in  peoi)le  previously  notified  was 
10,  i.e.,  20  of  the  30  fatal  cases  had  not  been  notified. 

No  details  of  removal  of  eases  to  hospital  are  available.  The 
diseases  affected  males  in  the  proportion  of  37  : 13,  and  the  main 
number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  Age  Group  45 — 65. 

4 of  the  cases  were  notified  as  Broncho  Pneumonia,  20  as 
Lobar  Pneumonia  and  7 as  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

Influenza. 

4 Deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause  during  the  year. 
Measles. 

This  disease  is  not  compulsorily  notifiable  and  notifications 
of  cases  are  sent  by  arrangements  with  the  Head  Teachers  of  the 
various  schools  m the  area. 

199  cases  were  thus  reported  last  year  and  one  death  was 
caused. 

Investigation  of  these  cases  shows  that  many  ])eoi)le  regard 
this  disease  as  being  one  which  carries  with  it  little  or  no  danger 
and  this  attitude,  if  one  considers  the  serious  consetpiences, 
apart  from  deaths,  which  may  arise,  is  mistaken. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  again  is  notified  from  the  schools  only.  Thirteen  cases 
were  reported  in  1935  and  there  were  two  deaths.  Table  VII 
shows  comi^arison  with  deaths  in  previous  years. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  the  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths.  None  of 
the  cases  were  under  five  years  of  age. 
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Erysipelas. 


Eight  eases  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Cancer. 

Thirty-five  deaths — twenty-one  males  and  fourteen  females 
occurred  during  the  year  and  of  these  only  seven  were  below 
the  age  of  45. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  two  deaths  under  fifteen  occurred  and 
in  each  case  the  disease  attacked  the  bones. 

Details  of  the  sites  of  the  disease  and  age  distribution  of 
cases  are  given  on  Table  XV. 


Prevention  of  Blindness. 

Two  cases  of  0[)hthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified,  both 
happily  being  mild  and  recovering  without  any  impairment  of 
vision. 


Tuberculosis. 

Twenty-five  cases — seventeen  males  and  eight  females — of 
Respiratoiy  Tuberculosis,  and  four  cases — 2 males  and  2 females — 
of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  respective  figures  for  last  year  were  twenty-five  and 
seven,  the  difference  being  wholly  accounted  for  by  a diminution 
of  three  in  the  number  of  Non-Respiratory  notifications. 

Twenty-three  deaths — eighteen  in  Respiratory  cases  five  in 
non-Respiratory  eases — Avere  noted  as  against  tAventy-four — all 
RespiratorA" — last  year.  Details  are  given  in  Table  XII  and  the 
number  of  deaths  for  the  past  five  A’cars  is  appended  for  inform- 
ation in  Table  XIII. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  to  total  tul}erculosis  deaths  Avas 

1 : 7.6. 

A table  is  appended  shoAving  the  inteiwal  betAAcen  notification 
and  deaths  in  the  fatal  cases,  where  the  disease  had  been 
previously  notified. 
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TUBERCULOSIS  DEATHS  IN  RELATION  TO  NOTIFICATION 


No  action  was  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Rep^ulations  1925  or  under  Section 
62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 


Sixteen  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  at  present  living  under 
overcrowded  conditions. 


Home  Visiting. 

The  number  of  Primary  Visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors 
during  the  year  was  24,  while  543  re-visits  were  also  made, 
making  a total  of  567  in  all. 


After  Care  Committee. 

In  addition  to  having  a rei)resentative  on  the  Staffordshire, 
Wolverhampton  and  Dudley  Joint  Committee  for  Tuberculosis, 
the  Urban  District  Council  are  also  represented  on  the  Wolver- 
hampton and  Dudley  After  Care  Committee.
